COMMIS- 



At last the English papers aro to ha«il 
with Lord Iddealcigh'a statement on tliu 
constitution and object of the Royal Com- 
mission on trade. The list of persons 
who havo agreed lo sorvo on the conunis - 
sion is complete. They represent a 
variety of intorests and views — fairtrad- 
ers and freetraders and traders at large 
of whom little is known except that they 
havo had a large experience in mercantile 
and financial busintisn. Lord Dunravan, 
the under secretary for the colonies, is a 
fairtrader. He ia balanced by Lord Id- 
dealoigh, who is hopnful that the report 
of the commission will establish more 
firmly than ever the soundness of a free- 
trade policy. Mr. Aird is a partner in 
the well-known firm of Lucas & Aird. 
Sir Jamas Allport. late manager of the 
Midlar.;' railway, follows Mr. Lionel Cohen, 
a trustee and manager of the Stock Ex- 
change and an eminent stockbroker, 
cornea next. Mr. Corry ia distinguished 
as a Belfast shipowner. Mr. David Dalo, 
of Darlington, was strongly recommended 



to the other powers, France included, 
with which we were on terms oi amity, 
alluded in a few pleasant words to the 
accomplishment of Gorman national unity . 
But the allusion to Germany's changed 
condition did not imply exultation over 
the reverses of Franco. The latter idea 
obtained currency in Franco through a 
rhapsodical denunciation of Gen. Grant 
by Victor Hugo in his "Anneo Terrible," 
based on the incident mentioned.

There ap- 
pears to have been soiue doubt whether 
Mr. Jackson, tho conservative member 
for Leeds, would bo included in the list, 
and Mr. Shaw-Lefevre, in a letter says that 
Mr. Jackson's name licui not appear on 
the commission. Lord Iddesloig!"' »it- 
thoritative statement, however, in.' .a 
it. Mr. Jamieson, the eminent .Lain- 
burgh accountant, has been selected as an 
authority on hia own subject and as hav- 
ing a special knowledge of Scotland. Mr. 
Neville Lubbock is connected with tho 
flugar trade, and is known as an advocate 
of a countervailing duty on the importa- 
tion of bounty-fed sugar. Sir Louis 
Mallet has boon invited to join, but ho 
has not definitely accepted. Mr. P. A. 
Muntz, Mr. A. O'Connor, Mr. Pearce, of 
the Glasgow shipbuilding firm of John 
Elder & Co., Mr. Inglia Palgrave, a late 
editor of the Economist, and Mr. Charlos 
Palmer, member for Durham and a large 
shipowner, come next on Lord Iddea- 
leigh's list. Professor Bonamy Price, the 
political economiat, and Mr. Storey, the 
member for Sunderland, complete tho list 
as far as it has been certainly formed . 
Mr. Birtwhietle, secretary to tho Weavers' 
Association, will probably servo, and Lord 
Iddesleigh will endeavor to secure the help 
of tome other representative working man. 
Tho London Times says that it is unfor- 
tunate for Lord Iddesleigh in not getting 
the help for which ho has applied. He 
mentions with regret some Brstclass names 
whioh ho would gladly have included. 
Mr. Goshen, Mr. Hibbert, Mr. Forater, 
Mr. Shaw-Lefevre, Mr. Kynaaton Cross, 
Mr. Courtonay, and Mr. Norwood havo 
all declined the invitation which Lord 
Iddesleigh haa addressed to them. Their 
refusal haa been commented upon with 
»ome severity in both houses of parlia- 
ment. Lord Salisbury declares that in 
the case of Mr. Shaw-Lefevre and Mr. 
CroBS it has been due to party consic' •:• 
ations, and that when they declined to 
join tho commission they could not possi- 
bly have been aware of what its constitu- 
tion was to be. Mr. Shaw-Lefevre haa 
replied to the strict uroa of Lord Iddes- 
leigh by saying that he had no high opin- 
ion of the company with which ho was 
asked to act, and ho thought that no good 
result was likely to come from tho pro- 
posed inquiry under whatever auspices it 
might bo conducted. Lord Iddesleigh 
proposes to begin by drawing up a well- 
selected body of quoBtions, fend when an- 
swers havo been found for these tho com- 
mission will be much guided as to the 
nature of tho rest of tho inquiry. Infor- 
mation, Lord Iddesleigh says, is to be 
sought for the guidance of the govern- 
ment in the formation of a policy. It 
would soem from such words that there 
was no policy in oxiatence at present, or 
none of which tho government could ap- 
prove. Lord Salisbury has hopes that 
some real benefits may be conferred by 
aorao new system of policy on trade and 
industry. The commission is to bo trust- 
ed to give a true, fair and impartial ver- 
dict, untrammelled by any preconceived 
opinion. Questions of trade and industry 
they aro to approach with blank minda, 
and are to find answers by tho help of 
such information aa they may extract or 
as their witnesses may dole out to them. 
Tho Times concludes a lengthy artico on 
the commission by remarking: "There 
is only ono statesman of any note on tho 
commission — Lord Iddesleigh himaolf. Of 
the rost somo may bo distinguished as 
eminent specialists, some as eminent 
crotehetmongers, some as a combination 
of the two. But eminent as stateamon 
they certainly are not and can mako no 
pretence of being." 

FRANCE, GERMANY AND GEN. 
GRANT. 

The New York World, referring to the 
hostility of the Paris press to Gen. Grant 
on account of his supposed preference for 
the Germans during the Franco German 
war, expresses itaolf as follows: 

■"The Paria journals, as has been men- 
tioned, are bitter in their comments on 
Gen. Grant. They refer to him aa an 
enemy of France in the trying times of 
1870. The Ficaro says: 

" 'In 1870 Grant was harsh and unjust 
towards France. He congratulated the 
German people on having become united 
under a form of government Eimilar to 
that of the American union. On tho oc- 
casion of every victory ho sent his warm- 
oil uGngrstuiatioQi to King William. 
That is why we did not have a Bingle 
friend in America. Ho forgot Rochani- 
beau and Lafayette, and we ca,n hardly 
be eipocted to weep over him for that 
reason.' 

"The Figaro is misinformed. Gen. 
Grant never congratulated King William 
on his victories over Fiance. This charge 
originated in a passing rofercr.ee to the 
friendly relations of the Ihiited States 
•government with thai of Germany in ono 
of Grant's nieasagos after the war. The

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 28.— Tho manufacturing 
establishments of S. Mawson, of S. Maw- 
son & Thompson, makers of surgeons' in- 
struments, was burned this afternoon. 
Loss §250,000. Four hundred employees 
aro thrown out of work. 

London, Aug. 28. — The Standard says 
that sovoral thousand unemployed work- 
ingmen aBsombled in Hackney last evon- 
ing and adopted lesolutions demanding 
that the government assist them to emi- 
grate. 

London, Aug. 28. — Gladstone states 
that his cr-jise to Norway and his travels 
h?r,ugh that country have groatly bene- 
tited him in health. He pronounces Nor- 
way udmirable, and says its inhabitants 
are hospitable, and that he was received 
uvorywhore with such corditvVy that the 
only iogret he entertains is lu- " he was 
unable to accept all invitations tt, dored 
him. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, Aug. 28. — Farquharson, tho 
defaulting manager of the Ulster bank, 
has been traced to Spain. Ho has writ- 
ten letters to numerous frienda in Dublin. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Aug. 28 — Tho La France states 
that all Spanish officers now on furlough 
h^ve been ordered to return to their re- 
giments . 

Paris, Aug. 28.— It is stated that Em- 
peror William, of Germany, through feel- 
ing sympathy with King Alfonao, ha8 
made a personal interference in ordor for 
the settlement of tho Caroline Inland af- 
fairs favorable to Spain. Spanish merch- 
ants and other consumers of garden pro- 
ducts threaten to boycott all German 
goods. Firms in Wurzburg havo received 
notices from commercial concerca in Spain 
sovering business connections with thorn. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Aug. 28. — The Barzor Courier 
has a dispatch from Constantinople which 
nays that Russia is making overtures for 
an alliance with Turkey; holding out aa 
an inducement the proapect of tho Turk'a 
receiving possession of the Balkan paasea 
and fortress. The Turkish ministers, the 
dispatch says, are divided aa to tho accep- 
tance of tho propoaala. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, Aug. 28.— It is roported that 
Spanish mon-of-war havo arrived at Yap, 
the chief island of tho Caroline group, and 
planted a Spanish flag, no German vessels 
being in sight.

The two governments at 
present are busily engaged in arranging 
the last details of a mutual understanding 
and .neg otiations aro proceeding rapidly 
and harmoniously. """'These -fiML.negpU-_ 
ationa U. a happy termination are now 
engrossing all the time of Baron DeStael, 
Russian ambassador to England and in 
consequence he haa been compelled to 
forego his customary vacation and remain 
here during the August heat which longago 
drove all resident English statesmen out 
of town. The baron over since the arrivul 
of Salisbury at his chalet in Franco, has 
daily sent to the British foreign office for 
transmission to him a very

and the same office has already dispatched 
to tho British premier a number of 
special messengers with important confi- 
dential letters. During all this timo tho 
Russian ambassador has also been busy 
attending to a vast cable correspondence 
which the government .has been carrying 
on with him concerning tho adjustment of 
tho Central Asia difficulties frjm St. Pet- 
ersburg.

Washington government would consent to 
Germany's annexation of Cuba. It is 
strongly maintained in some quarters 
that Bismarck has for a long timo had his 
eye on Cuba and he has assured himself 
of the support of certain western Ameri- 
can sugar interests in this scheme. Eng- 
lishmen of moderate views scout tho idea 
that the Unitod StatR3 will over permit 
any German occupation of Cuba and af-

Identifying' Maxwell with II. M. 
Brooks, of Cheshire. 

(Correspondence ot Toronto Mail.) 

London, Aug. 20 — I made a trip to- 
day to Cheshire, to investigate tho ante- 
cedents of Hugh M. Brooks, alias Waltor 
H. Lennox Maxwell, who is now in gaol 
at St. Louis, charged with the murder of 
O. Arthur Prcllor. Tho pri3onor'3 father 
was easily found. His full name is Sam- 
uel Newton Brooks, and ho is the head 
master of St. Goorgo's school, in the town 
of Hyde. He lives in a protty house in a 
suburb of the town called Sunny Bank. 
He refused, however, to talk upon the 
subject beyond declaring that his son 
could never bo a murderer, and ho fiorco- 
ly repulsed all attempts to olieit informa- 
tion as to the young man's movements 
durin ■ a past fow months. Mr. Brooks' 
appea - o ..e is pitiabla, and his neighbors 
say ho has aged perceptibly since this 
trouble came upon him. Whether young 
Brooks is a murderer or not, it is oasy to 
sen that ho has well nigh broken his fath- 
er's heart. 

ENQUIRIES IN THE NEIGHBORHOOD. 

I made minute enquiries in tho neigh- 
borhood and found that tho young man, 
whoso full name is Hugh Mottram Brooks, 
suddenly vanished from Hydo six months 
ago. He had been articled to a solicitor 
at Stockport, had sorvod his term as a 
olerk and law student in tho hitter's ollico, 
and had successfully passed his examina- 
tion for admission to ttio bar Ho opened 
an office at Hydo, and apparently pros- 
pered in his practice, but his extravagant 
habitB resulted in the accumulation of a 
load of debtB, which ho could never hope 
to pay. Ho absconded from Hyde in a 
mysterious way, and took with him a tri- 
cycle and a magic lantern belonging to a 
local doctor.

EASTERN STATES. 
Charlotte, N. C , Aug. 27. — A camp 
meeting hold by Northern Methodists 
(colored) at Piney Hill, Rutherford 
county, was attacked by an armed body 
of Zion Methodists anil fired into. Tho 
Nor. hern Methodists tied in disorder, 
seven being wounded. The invaders then 
collected the effects of tho routed party, 
piled them up and made a bonfire of 
them. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, Aug. 27.— Count Von Hatz 
feldt, German secretary of state, on the 
2-tth inat. wrote to Count Debinotte, 
Spanish ambassador to Berlin, that Ger- 
many in occupying tho Caroline islands 
had no intention to prejudice e.ny an- 
terior rights which Spain might possess 
therein, and that if an examination into 
tho question of the Spanish righta to the 
Carolines should produce no mutual un- 
derstanding, Germany will still bo per- 
fectly disposed to appeal the dispute to 
tho good offices of somo powor friendly to 
both disputants. 

German official circloa are confident 
that somo adjustment of tho Caroline 
Islands' difficulty, baaed on tho facta of 
tho caBO, will bo reached and prevent a 
rupture of the relations between Germany 
and Spain. Allo\%anco is made fur tho 
difficulty of the situation in which tho 
question places King Alfonso, for ic is 
boliovod among Gorman diplomats that 
the radicals, republicans and fedoralists 
supported by the Fronoh party in Spam 
have beon combined to foment an anti- 
German fooling among tho Spanish poo- 
plo. 

IRELAND. 

New York, Aug 27. — A Dublin special 
says; There is an extraordinary state of 
affairs at Rathkoalo, county Limerick. 
For the past few days respectablo traders 
have been subjected to annoyance by the 
intimidating influence of tho national 
league, in consequence of having supplied 
bread and provisions to persons who had 
incurred the displeasure of the branch 
league. Placards aro posted holding 
respectable peoplo up to public odium be- 
cause they do not comply with tho man- 
dates of tho league, and a vigilance com- 
mittee haa boen established, whose busi- 
ness is to watch traders who act contrary 
to tho wiaheB of tho league. If any per- 
son obnoxious to that body is supplied 
with provisions, the offending trader is 
summoned beforo a court at the leaguo 
rooms, and called to account. He is then 
either fined or oxpelled. In the lattor 
case, should any person speak to or have 
dealings with him, tho former is at once 
boycotted. This is a return to tho worst 
system which prevailed under the old land 
league, and indicates a tondoncy in coun- 
try districts to take advantage of the ex- 
piration of tho crimes act. 

Magistrate Bodkin and 100 polico went 
to Ballyfarrissey, County Killarney, to- 
day to evict somo tenants. When they 
arrived at the chapol tho bell was tolled 
and U,000 porsons assembled and attacked 
tho ufficora, provontiiig them from accom- 
plishing tho evictions. The polico wero 
compelled to charge tho mob with bayo- 
nets, and a fierce encounter ensued, many 
of both aides being atoned audstabbod. 

OUTRAGE BV l>IS«UISEI> 

MEN. 

Seven Women ISrutiilly Lashed 
nitd two Men Bentcn to 
Death. 

Chattanooga, Term., Aug. 20. — 
Fifty men well disguised entered Dal- 
ton, Ga., shortly after midnight Ins* 
night and visited a houso of ill-fume 
owned by Mrs. Jane Kidd. The woman 
and six boarders were dragged from 
their beds and each given fifty lashes. 
Some are in a critical condition and 
may die. The band then went to the 
house of Tom Carver, a noted thief, 
and beat him to death, after torturing 
him for half an hour. A negro named 
Arimsted was so terribly beaten by the 
mob that he will die. The mob then 
notified several persons to leave the 
place at once or they would be killed. 
There is no clue to the identity of any 
of the band.

A TYRANNICAL, RECTOR 

Raises a Storm over the Excom- 
munication of an old Farmer. 

New, York, August 4. — The Her- 
ald's London telegram says church and 
state divorce promises to bo a burning 
question at the coming elections. Both 
church and clergy, by their conduct, 
are almost daily helping the Radical 
cry of "Divorce the Church and State." 
The newspapers continue to bring 
charges against members of the clergy 
for drunkenness and in some eases icose 
morals on the one hand and bigotry 
ind clerical oppression on the other, 
Yesterday a most flagrant case, belong- 
ing to the latter category, came to the 
surface in the parish of Lahamstoney, 
in the county of Norfolk, twenty miles 
oast of Norwich. The parish has 1,300 
inhabitants. Tho value of the living is 
.£'1,052 annually, almost a sovereign 
per head of tho population. The incum- 
bent is an Oxford man, imbued with 
tho ecclesiastical spirit of the age of tho 
Stuarts. Hig name is Croker Adams, 
and ho has been rector since 187(i. In 
his congregation an old farmer, well to 
do, named Payne, now eighty-two 
years old, of patriarchal appearance 
and beloved by his neighbors, is suffer- 
ing somewhat from the infirmities of 
age. Latterly he did not go to church, 
though for half a century he was a 
regular communicant, nor would he see 
the rector, to [whom, it is said, he had 
taken a valetudinarian dislike. The 
rector last week wrote to Patriarch 
Payne a letter, telling him: "1 feel it 
my painful duty to pronounce you cut 
off from church communion," and con- 
cluding, much after the fashion of an 
assize judge, who has doomed the black 
cap and is sentencing a murderer, "and 
1 pray Cod to save your soul." 

AN ANATHEMA FROM THE PULPIT. 

The patriarch, being a practical 
man, conceived the idea that this was 
done because some part of his tithe re- 
mained unpaid, and he asked with 
some naivete if this was not the reason 
of the rector's conduct. The Rev. 
Croker-Adams then wrote another let- 
ter, repeating his black cap prayer, and 
then on Sunday, to the surprise and in- 
dignation of the congregation and in 
the tone and manner of Cardinal Beck- 
ot, he applied a species of Anathema 
Maranatba to the t reverod octogenarian, 
who really has one foot in the church- 
yard turf, using the sa I, soul-echoing 
words of the excommunication in the 
prayer book, which is quite obsolete in 
tho Church of England. The farmer 
thus treated meditates obtaining legal 
redress, believing the attack to be one 
made upon his personal character. 
Meanwhile- the peoplo of the whole 
diocese of Norwich appear to be in- 
tensely excited, and undoubtedly the 
whole radical press of tho realm will 
adopt the aggressive incident as a 
pivot for renewed attacks upon a union 
of Church and State that invites big- 
otry and ecclesiastical autocracy. Par- 
liament will also be asked to inquire 
into the affair. 



SLEEI'V GAOL GUARDS 

Allow Over a Hundred Convicts 
to Escape. 

Gukewille, S. C, Aug. 20.— The 
reported escape of 108 convicts from a 
stockade on the Spartansburg and 
Asheville road in North Carolina is 
confirmee!. A gentleman just arrived 
from Merritsville reports having seen 
fifteen of these men with their shackles 
still on roaming around the country, 
and seemingly making no effort to get 
out of the way. The guards were asleep 
when the escape was effected. Ont man 
was shot and killed by a guard aroused 
by the stampede. A posse and a num- 
ber of detectives with bloodhounds are

EUToronccd In Eggs. 
[New York Him. 1 

"A dozen eggs. Pick out tho yellow 
ones. " 

The cToceryman selected twelve eggs 
with yellow shells and placed them in tho 
lady's basket. The lady curried her head 
quite high and wore eyeglasses. 

"If I'd a been sdliuc; them eg<*s in tho 
sown that young woman come from, " 
said the grocerymun, as his customer 
passed out, "I'd 'a got 7 cents more a 
dozen for 'em. " 

"Where did she come from?" was 
asked 

"Boston," replied the grocerytnan. 
"Boston likes the" Brahma eggs, and will 
pay from 5 to 7 cents more ou the dozen 
for 'em than she will for the white-shelled 
egg. On t'other hand, New Yorkers like 
Jhe white egg 'ho ''est, and, if they can 
get 'em are willing to pay more for 'em 
than for the yellow ones. As far as that 
goes I don't see why the yellow egg 
shouldn't be worth the most, for live 
Brahma eggs are equal to seven of any of 
the white ones. But, then, it is stronger 
and coarser than the others, uud (lint's 
why I can't see the reason it suits the deli- 
cate Boston taste the best. Maybe it's be 
cause the Brahma egg don't spread all 
over when it's turned out of the shell soft- 
boiled, or dropped into the pan to fry, 
like all the white-shelled eggs do. Tho 
Bostou egg eater says there is a richness 
of flavor about the yellow egg that the 
others don't possess, but I agree with tho 
New Yorker, and Ray that tho whilo ones 
aro more delicate and palatable. The 
Brahma egg is the largest of all eggs put 
on the market, and tho Langshao and 
Houdan's come next. The favorite white- 
■helled eggs are Leghorns, Plymouth 
Bocks, Hu -n burgs, Dominlqucs and game. 

"Plymouth Bock aud Brahma chickens 
make tho best broilers, but a breed called 
the Wyandotte is crowding 'em pretty 
close. A Brahma youngster will bo ready 
for tho gridiron In eight weeks after 
cracking tho shell, whilo it takes the 
Plymouth Hock chick from four to six 
weeks longer. A Leghorn is hardly bi g 
enough to broil at sixteen weeks old, and 
so isn't much use to the summ r hotel- 
keeper. It is tolerably well llxed as to 
sinew, too, by that time, and thero isn't 
much juico in it. The destiny of the Leg- 
horn is eggs. The Wyandotte becomes a 
candidate for the broiler at a date early 
enough to make it very useful to the sea- 
side caterer. " 



A Dreadful Prophooy. 

[Harper's Wnekly ] 

Thjfl tides are caused mainly by tho 
moon, as it were, cuteliing hold of the 
water as the earth revolves around on its 
axis. This must cause friction on the 
earth aa it revolves, and friction, as evory 
one knows, causes loss of power. There 
ia reason to suppose that the action of the 
tldea is slowly but surely lessoning the 
speed of the earth's rotation, and conse- 
quently increasing the length of the day, 
•fid that this action will continue until tho 
earth revolves on its own axis in the same 
time that the moon takes to revolve round 
the earth . Then the day, instead of be- 
ing twenty-four hours as now, will be 
about twenty eight days, and the earth 
Will be exposed to the full blaze of the 
•un for about fourteen clays at a time. 

Tho change this will bring about on tho 
face of the earth can hardly be exa ger- 
atad.

Caxton, the first \ English printer, had 
three punctuation point". — the comma, 
tho colon, and the period; but it is doubt- 
ful if he had any idea of tho principles of 
punctuation. The confusion resulting 
fed to tho separation of words by a single 
dot Then a space between the words 
superseded the dot, which was mode to 
perform Another service, viz. : to show tho 
division of a sentence. 

Some of Caxton's books aro entirely 
without points. In others, ono of tho 
three poluts is Used to the exclusion of tho 
others. Of the comma ho used two sorts, 
a short and a long, but with no variation 
In meaning. The samicolon had no exist- 
ence for him, though something like it ap- 
pears onco, and once only, in his great 
heading type. Ho used the hyphen con- 
stantly, and where the lino was very closo 
spaced made the colon, which was much 
thinner, do duty for it The paragraph 
mark, showing the commencement of a 
now sentence, took the placo of a period, 
tho colored initial serving tho same pur- 
pose. It was not until the sixteenth cen- 
tury that printers began to adopt an uc 
knowledged system of gruduated points.
